T THIS TIME of year, many 
people are recounting their

Some may 
think they have little for which 
to be grateful to God, but those 
who think this are judging His 
blessings by material things, and 
not by spiritual values. A kind 
word, a friendly deed, a loving 
hand outstretched to one in need, 
an understanding heart, all these 
are manifestations of God’s love. 
Such expressions are spiritual, 
not material. Love, wisdom, and 
purity are spiritual qualities, and 
none of them can be destroyed or 
superseded by the material ele- 
ments which claim to hold sway. 
Material things crumble to de- 
struction, but the things of Spirit 
endure forever. And who will say 
that this fact is not something for 
which all can be grateful? 
Spiritual understanding, then, is 
what we most need—a better un- 
understanding of God, of the real 
man, and of the universe of God’s 
creating. ... Spiritual understand- 
ing enables one to see the human 
need, often even before this need 
has been outwardly expressed. He 
who helps to meet such needs is 
rewarded with spiritual blessing.

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Missionary Finds 
Japan Is Worried 


| ears Vast Resources and 
Manpower of U. S. 


CHICAGO.—After almost half a 
century as a missionary in Japan 
and China, a span that came to a 
climax when he was taken prisoner 
by the Japanese following the Pearl 
Harbor attack, Alexander Paul, sec- 
retary of the United Christian Mis- 
Sionary society, arrived in Chicago, 
and asserted that the Japanese feel 
that if the war is continued much 
longer they will lose it. 


“I have yet to meet a Japanese 
who thinks his side can win this 
war if it continues much longer— 
but just the same he will shed his 
last drop of blood for his country,” 
said the 68-year-old missionary. 


The Japanese are afraid of Amer- 
ica’s vast resources, her fresh and 
unlimited manpower, her manufac- 
turing facilities and her inventive 
abilities, said Paul. 


“And not only that, but the Japa- 
nese know that Russia will attack 
them if Hitler shows signs of weak- 
ening,’’ continued the visitor. ‘‘And 
so, despite victories being won now, 
the Japanese know they cannot hold 
these victories if the war continues 
for the next few years.’ 


When Pearl Harbor was attacked, 
Paul was occupying a room on the 
top floor of a Christian school just 
outside Nanking. 

“I was held a prisoner in that 
room for about six weeks. Then I 
became ill. It was then arranged 
for me to be taken to an American’s 
house in Nanking where more com- 
fortable quarters would be found. 


“But this house was under guard. 
We were in technical custody there 
for many months and could not 
leave the grounds. Finally I re- 
ceived word that I could return to 
America in the Gripsholm and in 
a short time I was placed aboard 
that ship.’ 


Heart Disease Deaths 


Doubled Over 40 Years 
WASHINGTON.—The census bu- 
reau reported that the death rate in 
this country from heart disease has 
more than doubled in the last 40 
years, although the rate of deaths 
among persons less than 35 years 
of age attributable to heart diseases 
fell off during that period. 

Deaths from heart disease in 1940 
totaled 385,191, a rate of 292.5 a 
100,000 population. This was the 
greatest number of deaths ever re- 
corded from heart disease and an 
increase from 275.5 a 100,000 death 
rate for 1939. 

Comparisons between 1900 and 
1940 showed the following decreases 
in heart-disease death rates in low 
age brackets: Under one year, from 
147.8 a 100,000 population to 17.5; 
one to four years, from 15.0 to 3.6; 
five to fourteen years, 23.3 to 8.0; 
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fifteen to twenty-five years, from 28.8 
to 14.0; twenty-five to thirty-four 
years, from 43.4 to 29.7. 

In the upper age groups, the rate 
of heart disease fatalities has in- 
creased as follows: Thirty-five to 
forty-four years, from 80.8 to 91.7; 
forty-five to fifty-four years, from 
173.0 to 279.5; fifty-five to sixty-four 
years, from 414.1 to 713.5; sixty-five 
to seventy-four years, from 957.3 to

500 New Vessels Join 


British Naval Forces 
LONDON.—More than 500 war- 
ships of all classes have been added 
to the British fleet since the war 
began, it was revealed recently by 
H. ‘C. Ferraby, BBC naval commen- 
tator. 

Pointing out that new warships 
are rolling into the water on an 
average of one every other day, 
Ferraby declared that British and 
Dominion shipyards have increased 
destroyer production tenfold over 
peacetime figures. 

Ferraby said that ot these 500 
ships, some 100 were ordered or un- 
der construction when war broke out. 
The others are entirely new, and 
many of them have included radical 
changes in design and building which 
have resulted from lessons learned

MELBOURNE. — Australian air- 
men back from North Africa told 
how Italian soldiers approached 
Australian forces and _ presented 
notes inscribed ‘‘Take me _ prison- 
er.” 

Scores of Italians tried to clamber 
aboard a Royal Australian air force 
wagon, they said, but there was not 
room for many. So the Australian 
driver handed out notes to the rest, 
reading, ‘‘This is an Italian prison- 
er; take him somewhere,”’ and sent 
them back toward the Allied lines 
without escort. 

On another occasion, the Austra- 
lians said, an Italian officer landed 
his plane at Martuba, then in Allied 
hands, and said, ‘‘Here’s my plane. 
I’m finished with this war of helping 
put Germany on top.”

New Machines 


British Engineers Quick to 
Learn Lessons of the 
War in Progress. 


LONDON.—Aside from the new 
implements mechanized war has 
brought into being, new methods of 
instruction have been developed for 
their use. One of these schools in 
Britain is engineering with new 
placement, fortifications and bridge 
building. The campaign in the west- 
ern desert is responsible for the first 
two, lessons learned from the Don 
and Donetz for the third. 

The military expert of the Times 
of London, at an engineering school 
with the “Northern Command,” 
writes of some things he observed, 
beginning with a military bridge: 

“It can be constructed more 
quickly and simply than any com- 
parable bridge known to be used 
by the Germans.

Easy to Assemble. 

“This new type of service bridge 
is particularly impressive for its 
simplicity of design. Its various sec- 
tions and component parts can be 
moved easily and rapidly under nor- 
mal training conditions. That is not 
to say that the work is light, but 
it does mean that it can be done 
quickly and without strain by the 
men whose job it is. It may be 
taken that the sections of frame- 
work, girders and so on are de- 
signed te a carefully studied opti- 
mum length and, besides this, the 
method of fitting sections together 
has the same quality of simplicity. 
The bridge is, by reason of its sec- 
tional construction, capable of use 
as a pontoon bridge. 

“An inexpert observer might be 
most impressed with this develop- 
ment in bridge construction by com- 
paring the new type with the Inglis 
bridge. In the latter the gantry 
method and the network of girders 
seem extraordinarily slow and elab- 
orate. But the Inglis bridge has 
had an honored place in the history 
of military engineering, and its day 
is not yet over. It is admittedly slow- 
er in construction than the latest 
type of service bridge, but will still 
be used in rear areas. « 

“A demonstration of earth-moving 
machinery at the school brought 
into action a giant bulldozer that en- 
abled one man to move earth on a 
really large scale.
